At the last hours of the late Congress, an 
amendment was tacked on the Agricultural 
Department bill by the Senate, and finally 
agreed on by the House, appropriating $500,- 
000 to be used by the Cemmissioner of the 
Department in stamping out pleuro-pneu- 
monia, and enlarging the power and dis- 
cretion of the Commissioner to this end. 
The Miller bill failed, but this amendment 
of the general bill wili be a very great re-| 
lief to the cattle interests, as large discre- 
tion is given to the Commissioner of Agri-| 
culture in the use of the funds appropriat- 
ed for this purpose, as will be seen by the | 
following, a part of the amendment : 

“And the Commissioner of Agriculture is 
hereby authorized to use any part of this 
sum he may deem necessary or expedient, | 
and in such manner as he may think best to | 
prevent the spread of pleuro-pneumonia, | 
and for this purpose to employ as many 
persons as he may deem necessary, and to 
expend any part of this sum in the purchase 
and destruction of diseased or exposed ani- | 
mals whenever in his judgment it is essen 
tial to prevent the spread of pleuro-pueu-| 
monia from one State into another.” 


Seasonable. 

Though the snow still covers the fields, 
yet we know that spring is upon us and 
that the warm sunshine, the singing birds 
and the growing grass will soon appear 
and make glad the heart of the husband-| 
man. The active, energetic farmer who 
makes something of his business and in- 
tends that his business shall do something | | 
for him, has his plans well matured in ad- 
vance of his work. 

The principal drawback from the tarry-| 
ing of winter into the lap of spring in our 


State, is that the working season for pre- 
paring the land and putting In the seed is 
80 short. Seed of whatever kind, to insure 
reasonable results, must be put into the 
ground in its proper season. No licenses 
are adinissable here without endangering re 
sults. The farmer must be ready then, to 


strike effectively when the days arrive that 
call for the work. When a large business is 
carried on, and a broad area is to be seeded, 
it becomes a necessity with us to have the | 


preparatory work, so far as possible, done 
in the autumn; and this is desirable in all 
cases. The work can be greatly facilitated, 
however, by systematic preparations for 
carrying it on, and by having all things in 
order to strike when the time comes. Not 
aday nor an hour should be lost through 
failure to have everything immediately at 
hand and ready for the work. All wagons, 
carts and tools should be overhauled now 
and put in perfect repair. A coat of paint 
or of oil can be applied by any one and will 
preserve the wood work when necessarily 
exposed to the weather. 

Good seed is of essential importance. If 
land is devoted toa crop, the manure ap- 
plied and the work done, a good crop 
should be the reward. Seed weakened by 
immature growth or by improper saving will 
never bring the full measure of a crop. Corn 
and grain that was not properly dried be- 
fore freezing weather may most of it sprout 
and grow, but the plant will be weak and 
slow of growth, and the final crop will be 
reduced in consequence. No such chances 
should be taken. Good seed will put forth 
“strong plant that will start vigorously 
into growth, and under proper culture will 
do its part towards making acrop. Now 
ls the time to look after this matter and 
have the seed in readiness. 


€ 
As a rule grain, grown in the eastern and 


northern section of the State, and in the 
Provinces, is heavier than that grown in 
the central and southern part. It is well 
to secure this eastern grown grain for seed 
from time to time, as better and heavier 
grain will fora while be grown from it. 


Heavy grain is more valuable per pound | , 


than light for any purpose whatever. 
Good seed and early sowing will do much 
towards securing the quality. Never go 
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South for seed. This rule ought to be of pre 
Universal application. It holds good e%-| j, ¢
